Channel 4*s recent documentary series cm the Spanish Civil War has 
brought to attention again the CET (Confederation Ka clonal del Trabajo); Spain's 
anarcro-gyndicalist union. In 1956 the mass movement of the CFT provided 
the basis for the organisation of a social revolution - hundreds of villages 
in Aragon and other regions were collectivised and in Barcelona public 
transport* water, electrical and other nubile services and some industries 
were brought under workers ’ control . 

*oday the C* T ? is still active in Spain - though much reduced in size 
and strength after almost 40 years of illegality under Franco and the growth 
of reformist socialism. Nevertheless, the CNT remains s.s an almost unique 
exampl e of anarch o-ayndi cal i em in practice. The following are extracts ‘ 
from an interview in 'Freedom* with Ramon Calopa, Information Secretary of 
the Catalan Regional Committee of the CNT, 

”We are a confederation of unions, that operates according to the 
principles of anarcho-syndicalism. For example, all decisions are made from 
the base upwards. The base consists of the individual unions, which are made 
uu of workers of the same industry in a given geographical area. Each union 
is autonomous; it can choose, for instance, whether to elect officials or 
whether to delegate the responsibilities of treasurer, secretary, book-keeper 
on a day-to-day basis. 

"What’s really needed is a revitalised libertarian movement, working 
both outside and within the 0 NT, That was the role of the Fkl (Iberian 
anarchist federation) in the old days,., As anarchists we don’t limit our- 
selves to defending the working class materially. We have the longer term 
vision of the struggle for maximum well-being: a social transformation. So 
in our cultural events and meetings, at the libertarian study centres, we 
try to spread these ideas, and to 'rake our membership gore conscious. We 
see the CNT as a strategy in the process of social change, which will, of 
necessity, come in stages. We need the workers because of their ..number*, 
because they can be an instrument to achieve change. We’ll always need 
unions, since only self— organisation within the workplace can ensure that 
production continues during th<- first stages of social transformation, as 
happened in 19*6. 


’’Actions - at the moment, strikes and dercnetr&tions, We haven’t the 
strength to mount violent actions, although we have been able to hold two 
general strikes in Barcelona, in *76/’?7, when we had maybe half a million 
in the Plaza de Espana. We couldn’t do that today, though we do have 
majority strength in certain firms - generally small or medium sized firms. 


”We give less importance to wage demands - they’re a mirage, when prices 
PTe %°i n # up all the time anyway. Work conditions are more real from our 
point of view. As for control over work, that’s not worth thinking shout 
under nresent conditions - what for^ All the atte pte that have been made 
to involve workers are Just 8 form of co-option - make the worker’s even 
more like the bourgeoisie. 



"Although it may seem strange, the CNT is something you have to feel 
more^ than understand. If it stays on an intellectual level, you don’t gftt 
anywhere . That’s the strength ve have, we’ve always h -d : good militants 
vbo haven’t even heard of Bakunin, but w; o are reedy to die for the CUT,”
